The great Counccll of the King 2nd this Kingdome (the high 
and honourable Court of Parliament now aſſembled) have beene 
credibly within theſe few daies enformed of $oco. men, which 
are ſpeedily to he ſent from Frawce and Spine rowards the Notr-

Crthey tos intend no good to this lictle Iſland Vas: They 
(being of another Religion) have beene heretofore, and will bee 
fill adverſaries tous, and emulators of our proſperity. Befides 
theſe, the two Houſes have had intelligence of late of Armes and 
Ammunition to be tranſported to New Caſtle, with many Cap. 
taines and Cavalliers (who are ſhrewdly ſuſpeRed to be the Ma- 


lignant Party)! whoſe defignes have beene malevolent , and (tis 
much feared) willbe little better towards the peace and welfare 


of the Kingdome of FZ=glaxs, and this City of London. 

There hath been likewiſe a Report made to the upper and low- 
er Houſe of Parliament, how that the Popes Nuncie hath gone 
about to raiſe forces for the aforeſaid defignes , and totnat end, 
that he might eR, and the better accompliſh his attempts, hee 
hath ſollicited thetwo Kings of Fr:axce and Speine 10 Icnd the 
King of England foure thouſand men a piece. Therc hath beene 
likewiſe a Report made (and it was ina Letter ſent from Holand, 
which was read in the Houſe of Commons ) that the Queenes 
Majefty had provided certaine Ships laden with Ammunition, 
witha purpoſe and reſolution togoc in them towardsthe North: 
As alfothe Lord: Digby that was impeacht by the Parliament , of 
high Ttcaſon, with Maſter Piercy (the Earle of Northumberlands 
brother) Maſter leraeine , ang Jivers others that runne away the. 
laft yeare, are all a comming over (as they ſay) with a great Fleet 
from Denmerke. And (if Fame be true, and we may give credit to 
aprinted Pamphlet which this day came forth) there have beene 
ſtrokes given, and bullets ſhot here in England, which is lamen- 
table to conſider that there ſhould be Civill Warres at this time 
2mongſt us. Upon the fourth day of this inftant Monch of July, 
there was a skirmiſh between the Lord Strewge and the Inhabi- 
zants of Manchcſter in Lancaſhire, the occafion whereof was (as- 
ahat Booke makes mention) through the Lord Strewges Reſoluti- 
onto take away their Magazine by force, ltaving received for that 


purpoſe many forces from Yorke. Tis very ſtrange, ifthis _—_— 


I'wiſh it may be falſe ; if it be not, I am certaine it is anill omen to 
the peace of England, and doth prognofticate no good tidings to 
the City of London. If this be the beginning of Civill Warre, 
God knowes (and no mortall but he) when the cnding will be : 
When that dreadfull time is once come (as God forbid it ever 
ſhould) many a weake wife will bee: husbandleſſe, and many a 
Poore childe fatherlefſe : Then will be mourning and lamencation 
1nour Cities and Countries ,, many Recbels mourning for their 
children, becauſe they are not : Many thouſands will then loſe 
theirlives before thatchis Kingdome be agine ſerled in peace. 

A Civill Warre will teare in pieces our flouriſhing Kingdome, 
be a mcanes for the invaſion of a forraigne foe, expoſing us to the 
fury and derifion of our enemies, tothe picty and deploration of 
our friends. Befum Dei flagel/vms, warre is the ſcourge of God, it 
will quickly bring a people and Nation to ruine, vaſtation and de. 
ſolation; we have had wofull experience of the miſcries of warre. 
Dulce bellum in experts. 1t warrc be ſweet, it is to them that arc 
ignorant okit, No mantruely knowes the malignity. and cruclty 
of warre, butthoſe onely that have felt and trycd it : What a ha- 
yocke. has the Sanguinian hand of warre made inthe Chriſtian 
World 2 How it hath cnervated the ſtrength, vigour and finewes 
of whole Kingdomes, the dircfull and ſad Tragedics of Germeny, 
and ſtill — Ireland, doc cvidently declare and make known 
what a lamentable ſtory warre is : The very charge andcontinu- 
all coſt of maintaining two Armics will cxhauſt the wealth and 
treaſure ofthree Kingdoms. Of this we have had a deare example 
in the lateskirmiſhes of Scarland, 

After the pacification was concluded betweene the two King- 
domes, it coſt Znglavd not much lefſe then a million of pounds. 
And ſuch is the vaſt expenceof maintaining two Armics, that if 
they beonce on foot here inthis Kingdome , cicher a ſudden cn- 
counter will deftroy one of them , or the keeping them both will 
deftroy the whole Kingdome.

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dome ſcriouſly weighed, we have great grounds of ſtrong feates; 
And for this cauſe, that wiſe Scnate our hopefull and happy Par- 
liament have taken into their {age and grave conſideration the 
preſent condirion of this tottering and diſtrated Kinedome and 
N3tion, and finding it to be in ſ::cha pittifull predicament as tt 
now is, they have in their indef-tigable endeavours againR ali op- 
poſitions of the m:lignant party, and in their conſcionable care 
for the preſervation of this Kinedome, given {p: cia!l order torhe 
right honourable the Earle of Warwicke, * dmirall of his Maje- 
ſt.cs Navy Royallto intercept and ſtop the p-(ages of all thoſe 
chat ſhall at any time preſent or future , rraniport o1 cauſe to bee 
tranſported any mannerof Aimes or Ammiinition, Powder of 
Shot , Furniture, Vicualls, Commaunders and Soulciers from 
Rome, Venice, Paris, Hollard, or any further or nearer pl:ices. 

The wildeme of preven:ion (we all know , is beyond the wiſ- 
domeof remedy ; and that great Cofincell well knows, thar it is 
better keeping out of danger, then getting out of davger, And 
therefore withan unanimous conſent all aiming at the peace and 
happineſſe of this Lard for the prevention of the ſword . which 
is now brandiſhed over our heads , they have fertled the Arilitza , 
and fetrles rhe Kingdome in ſuch 2 poſture of defence, as by their 
ſeveral! Votes reſolved upon in both houſes of Parliament doth 
here appeare for the ſafety and ſecurity of the Kirgdowe of Eng- 
land and Dominion of Wales.
